Chicago. Jan. 28.—The Chronicle says: 


"It is HOVT rumored that the Harriinan- 
Morgan-Yanueibilt railroad syndicate is 
planning to buy out the Pullman Car 
company and absorb, so far as possible, 
all the pi irate car companies. For 
time, it is said, the syndicate has 
negotiating for the purchase of a Con- 
trolling interest in the Pullman company. 
Just how far the negotiations for the ab- 
sorption of the sleeping car concern hare 
progressed cannot be learned, but it is 
the prevailing opinion that the deal is on. 
The Pullman compauy controls the sleep- 
ing car privileges of every railroad in 
the United States except the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Xew 
York, Xew Haven and Hartford.

Undoubtedly the largest tree the world 


has ever se«ii is :bo giant trea in thoislitnd 
i>{ .TftvjL Tbi» monarch of the eastern for- 
est.s stands on the sit-o of what in ancient 
times was tho city of Padajarian, tbe glo- 
ries of which, now long since departed, 
u-era of so magnificent, a character as to 
bav<£ been extolled in tbe songs ot contem- 
porary poets who flourished in those re- 
mow days, who never tired of telling of its 
grand buildings, its magnificent palaces, 
and, abovo all, of its vronderful nee. 
Earthquake and time bavo long swept the 
city and its people away into a common 
oblivion and bave left liulo save tbe sur- 
viving poetry to tell of the existence of 
tbSs beautiful city. But tbo great tieo 
Etill remains, which tho devastating earth- 
quake shook, but could not destroy. This 
veritable vegetable giant, which spreads 


f out its great branches over a large area of 
i ground, formerly overshadowed tbe great 


palace of tbe native princes who ruled in 
times long anterior to tbe Dutch sway and 
was ever tho wonder not only of tho whole 


j city and island, but also of the East In- 
j dian continent generally. It still stands 
| ns a recording monument, linking the past 
i with the present, and commands not only 


the wonder and admiration of visitors 
from distant parts, but tbe adoration of 
the Indian natives, who worship at its 
shrine. 


The place where this great wondar of 


nature stands is called Batutulico. Con- 
tiguous to its base is a small wooden bouse 
where several Mohammedan priests and at- 
tendants reside, who perform daily native 
religions ceremonies and services. To their 
especial care- is committed the conservancy 
of this monarch of the forest, and also the 
custody of a number of much prized and 
venerated relics of the departed city, and 
from the fees received for the exhibition of 
these and showing the wonderful tree they 
manage to derive a fair income, for the 
tree enjoys an odor of sanctity much be- 
yond all else in tbo island," and attracts 
not; only the faithful to its shrine, but also 
the curious from far and near. 


It stands contiguous to the wayside and 


forms an imposing and striking feature in 
a landscape by no means otherwise deficient 
in natural grandeur, on an elevated plain, 
freely visible from all sides, attracting the 
attention of all comers, oven in the far dis- 
tance. So noble is its appearance, so ma- 
jestic its port, that once beheld it can never 
be forgotten. Shining rivers, waving fields 
of golden colored cereals, woods and moun- 
tains, together with a live volcano in the 
background, complete the picture. 
Its 


trunk is of such great girth and dimen- 
sions so vast that a score of men joining 
their outstretched bands cannot complete- 
ly embrace it. Botanical data aro not 
forthcoming for the determination of its 
age, for it is deemed too sacred a subject 
to allow of a proper expert examination 
being made. 


Perhaps the greatest marvel, though, is 


that it is in reality two trees blended, as it 
ware, and welded into one, and, still more 
curious to relate, two trees of the same 
genus, but of different species. Both have 
grown together and forsn an indivisible 
common trunk of enormous size. The dis- 
tinctive features of each species appear un- 
mistakably in the branches, and >-eveal the 
very remarkable difference in tbe color of 
the foliage. 
At a little distance off this 


presents a truly strange spectacle. The 
leaves of one aro of a lively and beaatiXul 
green, wbilo those of the other are of a 
much deeper shade on the upper surface 
and palo on the under. The one has long, 
slender, drooping branches adorned with 
elegant foliage, refreshing to look upon. 


From its majestic appearance this kind 


used to be planted in front of tbe palaces 
of tho native rulers. Ita large? branches 
put forth fascicles of roots, which, instead 
of descending, as is common among plants, 
to the earth, have crept along tho old 
trunk, wrapped their strong arms around 
it and ultimately blended themselves with 
it. 
Tho other species, less graceful per- 


haps in growth,- bas shorter, more rugged 
and lustier branches, and by these and the 
color of its leaves is readily distinguished 
from its twin relative. Below, both be- 
came, so to say, fused into one mass, min- 
gling sap ar-d fiber together. The trees 
both belong to tho natural family mo- 
racesy, a race which has given birth to sev- 
eral other giants of tho vegetable WQrld. 
They arc of the genus flcus. 


On arriving at tho base or entrance of 


tbe tree tho visitor today who has como to 
inspect its wonders is met by the priests in 
charge, who proceed to perform forthwith 
some slight religious ceremony, at the ter- 
mination of which an invitation is given 
to ascend its aged sides, which is done by 
means of the countless lateral branches 
and the aid of peasants, who are at hand 
to render assistance to all who require it in 
the journey aloft. On arriving at tbe hor- 
ticultural plateau or tableland at the sum- 
mit words fail to at all adequately describe 
the lovely scene which meets the oyo in all 
directions. It Is literally clothed all over 
with elegant flowers aud parasitic plants. 
Orchids in a multitude of species have 
crawled up muny a withered, branch and 
flung down eor60°us flowers, roots nnd 
leaves in one waving mass of fantastic 
fragrance and llorul elegance. 
Lichens 


scaled tip' the wooden cliffs and ferns of 
many species grow up fr.om the dark hol- 
lows underneath, while loranths «uok tbo 
vital jwices and scrophulariads cover tho 
branches with a veritable patchwork of 
many brilliant hues. 


This tree, In fact, may with truth be 


termed a garden in the air, a mundane 
paradise. Tho rain of ages has washed 
down Into its cavities dead leaves and de- 
caying material, and thus a rich'invigorat- 
ing vegetable world has been created 
highly fitted for and giving exuberart 
nourishment to tbe host of plants which in 
tho courso of time, nnd Home in n most 
mysterious manner, have found their way 
to tho unique sito where they flourish tu 
well.—London Standard.

THE KING'S SERGEANTS- 


They TTseil to Bo tlie Absolute Chiefs of 


the English Bar. 


In days lony gone by the judges and 


sergeants appear alvrays to have gono to 
\Yestminster hall on horseback, \vitb a ret- 
inue of iuen in livery. And in the ad- 
dresses to the sergeants on their call, advice 
was given them as to tho number of 
horses they should keep when riding the 
circuit. Tho judges tip to the middle of 
the sixteenth century seem usually to ha\e 
gone on mules, like the old bishops and , 
abbots. 
Sergeant Whiddon, 
who was j 


juacloa judge of the common pleas in 155o. 
is said to have been tbo first to introduce 
the custom of riding on horseback instead 
ot mule. It is said thut the cavalcnda wns 
sometimes vecy imposing, the lord chan 
cellor and great officers of state, with tin1 
judges and leaders of tho bar and many of 
tho nobility, going on horseback in full 
state. Such \%-as certainly the case whea 
Bacon obtained the groat seal in 1617. 


The king's sergeants, selected from the 


general body, varied very much in num- 
ber. When the number exceeded three, a 
further distinction was conferred by cosi- 
stituting one or more of them the king's 
ancient or most ancient sergeants. Tbo 
king's sergeants were in every way the 
chiefs of the bar and always took'preced- 
ence of the attorney general and every 
one else as the king's counsel in tho law 
and chief law'officers? 
The offices-of at- 


torney and solicitor general are motion; 
substitutes for that of the king's sergeant;. 
In 1653 an order in council placed the at- 
torney and solicitor general before all tl.i 
king's sergeants except tho "two anciciit- 
?st," and so the teniorily remained until 
1814, when by an order in council the at- 
torney and solicitor general were perma- 
nently placed over all the sergeants. 


Tho diiierenco between a queen s coun 


sal and a sergeant is this—the former i.-~ 
created by patent and tho latter by v.-rn 
under the groat seal. As to rank there is 
no diffeiencc whatever between a sfcrgeam 
who has obtained a patent of precedence 
and a queen's counsel, but with regard tc 
sergeants who have no pateat it is other 
wise.—Gentleman's Magazine.

Uttl« Is Known. 


Beyond the n:ain fact that a clergyman 


is ahViiys 10 be found on bojird a Hsan-of- 
•7,-ar the public knows hardly anything of 
<bypJnins in the navy. This is net due, 
however, to tho unimportance of tho corps, 
At present every chaphnu, with a single 
oTSCupiion, Is actively employed either on it 
snau-oi-war or at an important shore sta- 
iion. Tbe &ccretai->' of the liavy iloclares 
That tho work of a chaplain is very highly 
appreciated on shipboard by most of the 
commanding oflicers and that the moral 
effect of their influence U]>on the men is 
noticeably good. Theru are buc 24 chap- 
lains in tho entire service, and acquaint- 
ance with the personnel of tho corps leads 
oae to believe that the standard1 of fitness 
has been kept high by the appointing 
power. The regulations require that an 
applicant as chaplain bo between the ages 
of 31 and 25 years and a minister in good 
standing in his denomination. In addi- 
tion to these qualifications jiractice requires 
tho hearty and unequivocal indorsement 
of high ecclesiastical authorities, who are 
willing to assume a good degree of moral 
responsibility for the appointment Po- 
litical influence of a high order may be 
used to bring the applicant to the atten- 
tion of tho president and secretary of the 
navy, but can avail very little beyond this. 
Tho chaplain, once appointed, ranks as a 
commissioned officer of the staff, messes in 
tho wardroom when on .shipboard and is 
entitled to a private stateroom in the 
wardroom quarters. 


Ho wears no uniform and in this is the 


solo exception ' to the rule which obtains 
on all tho ships of our navy and applies to 
ail officers and enlisted men, from the ad- 
miral of the fleet to the htmiblesc mess at- 
tendant. Kothiug invidious is involved 
iu this discrimination, and it is to bo pre- 
sumed that if a majority of the chaphvino 
were to usk for a uniform it would be 
granted. Tho chaplains as a rule dress in 
ordinary clerical suits, tho coats close but 
toned, and in blouse or fvock, according to 
circumstances. In conducting divine serv- 
ice each chaplain is permitted to employ 
tho order used iu his own denomination 
and may also use tha vestments of hia 
church, if any.—Chicago Chronicle.

'.= as much a characteristic of Brooklyn as j 
is beer drinking of Hobokeu or wearing ! 
rubber boo:^ of thr struggle for existence i 
m New K^ehelle and similar suborLs. 
Brooklynites <xij.;ract tbe hal)it when 
young, and it usually grows on them. 
Many authorities believe it U> be contagi- 
ons, as there are cases on record vrheie 
persons who have played euchre while vis- 
iting in Brooklyn have scattered it broad- 
cast about their own homes after return- 
ing. Women seem to be more affected by 
it than mea. 
It is of man's life a thing 


apart; 'tis woman's whole existence in 
Brooklyn. In the very virulent cases they 
even play with a joker in the pack! 


For tbe benefit of the reader who is ig- 


norant of what progressive euchre is (if 
any such exists), a brief diagnosis may be 


iven. Progressive euchre is that form of 
the gan.e where many persons play, four 
at a table, the winning pail progressing 
t;ach timo to a higher table, while tho los- 
ing pair stays. 
The first table, twually 


known as the king table, plays five points, 
at the conclusion of which a gong is rung 
and all the other games stop then and 
\ here, tho count reverting to the last com- 
pleted deal. At the conclusion of tho per- 
formance the person having won the great- 
est number of games gets a prize, and fre- 
quently there are a number of other prizes 
for those finishing near the top. 


For each game won the player pastes a 


little star of colored paper on his or her 
card. These serve as counters and afford 
an adequate basis for accusations'of cheat- 
ing, 
Keeontly there was a large and typ- 


>cnl progressive euchre contest for charity, 
«pen to ladies only, held in a public build- 
Ing in Brooklyn, nt which a reporter was 
present. Being unarmored, he sat in the 
gallery, where he was out of danger's way 
•ind could see everything. Explanations 
of iiio movements were furnished to him 
by a young lady who wasn't playing on 
account of injuries to her feelings received 
u week beforo in a game in which she had 
been wrongfully, maliciously, illegally, 
anderhandedly and devilishly deprived of 
Chird prize. 


"Now they're going to begin," said the 


^porter's mentor as somebody rang a big 
gong several times. 


Immediately about 500 women on the 


soor began rushing tumultuously about 
the place, while tho air buzzed with the 
Inquiry: 


"Which is my table?" 
A rod haired woman who sat nfc a stand 


near tho door seemed to bo in charge, as- 
sisted by eight young women wearing 
jadges. 


"They're the scorers," said the mentor, 


'and boforo this is over they'll wish they 
wore dead." 


A few moments wero' consumed in the 


distribution of playing and score cards, 
after which tha manager called out: 


"Play will now begin nt tho sound of 


the gong and continue nntil the gong 
rings, when all bands must bo thrown 
down. Are you all ready?" 


"Wait! wait!" shrieked a little woman 


shrilly. "This pack hasn't any joker in it." 


"Wo don't piny euchre with a joker 


bero," replied tho manager in withering 
ones. "Wo will proceed." 


"I'd liko to know where she comes 


from," commented the mentor, "to want 
to play with tbo joker!" 


Clang I went tho gong, and tho game 


commenced. For fivo minutes thero wae 
comparative silence, broken only by spo- 
radic wrangles over tricks cropping up ut 
various tables. 
Then somebody nt the 


king table cried: 


"That'slivc. VTo'reout. Ring the bell." 
Again the bell sounded, and this time it 


was the signal for pandemonium. 


"Play tho hand out." "Xo; play stops 


now." "No, it don't," "We're ahead.1' 


It isn't fair; you ought to play out.' 


"Whon tho trick is on the board, you have 
totakoitup." "The hand isflnibhod.' 
"Here, bring tlio stars." "No, not thero 
Wo won that hand." 


Fivo hundred separate questions were 


fired simultaneously at the manager, while 
tho scorers tried to unravel the snarl. A 
gaunt woman finally obtained recognition 
by standing upon a chair and waving her 
arms.

afterward a Texas ranger, '-and not par- 
ticularly well liked by tbe native '1'oxans, 
as they called themselves. When I left 
Chicago for Texas, 1 had provided myself 
with a formidable weapon in the lorm of 
a .22 caliber revolver, and had no doubt 
that I would be able to cope with the must 
bloodthirsty adversaries. Arriving at ray 
destinaticn, 1 toon began TO form ac- 
quaintances among tbe citizens of the city 
in which 1 had taken up my temporary 
residence. 


"Strolling Into the palatial saloon 


known as the Glass Front ono evening 
soon after my arrival, I mot a number ol 
cowboys and deputy sheriffs, and tbe con- 
versation drifted to the subject of guns, 
as shooting weapons are called in Texas. 
By the way, in Texas at the time I speak 
of the only persons legally entitled to car- 
ry weapons were sheriffs, marshals and 
their deputies and rangers, and every bad 
man who wanted to shoot somebody would 
generally have influence enough to get ap- 
pointed as a deputy of soroelund or other. 
The most reputable portion of the popula- 
tion wz-s.thercfore debarred from carrying 
weapons, and was therefore at the mercy 
of any licensed thug. As I said before, 
tho subject of conversation was guns, and 
with considerable pride I displayed my 
silver mounted and ivory bandied pistol 
'and asked for an opinion as to its merits. 
The gun was passed from baud to hand, 
each grizzled deputy looking at it with 
the greatest curiosity. 
" 'What do you call that, my son?" 


asked a be whiskered ruffian at the extreme 
end of the bar. 
" 'That is a revolver, nay friend,' I an- 


swered, 'and one of the best makes in the 
country.' 
" 'But what do you do with it?' ho then 


asked. 
" 'I have never used it, sir,' I answered 


'but if necessary I have no*doubt I could 
defend myself and do some little execu- 
tion.' 
" 'I'll tell you what, my lad,' said tho 


representative of the law, 'I'll stand up 
here and let you shoot at mo all night for 
4 bits a shot. * 
" 'I have no cause to shoot at you,' said 


I, fond do not care to get in any trouble.' 
" 'You needn't be afraid, young feller,' 


said the deputy. 'Ko popgun like that is 
ever going to hurt me.'

A Bixhop'H Prediction. 


Bishop Butler, in a remarkable sermon 


preached in 1741 before the house of lords, 
predicted that the then prevalent spirit of 
irreligion would thereafter produce politi- 
cal and social disorders similar to and 
quite as deplorable as those which had 
been produced by religious fanaticism in 
the preceding century. 


The event very speedily proved tho cor- 


rectness of this prediction. 


John Knox, the reformer, would seem 


to have possessed iu no ordinary degree 
the spirit of prediction and to have fore- 
told with accuracy not only certain re- 
markable events of public importance, but 
also the ultimate fate of certain individ- 
uals. 


Thus, when condemned to the galleys at 


Rochelle, ho took his sentence with the 
greatest composure, merely remarking 
that in spite of it he would "within two 
or throe years preach the gospel in St. 
Giles', Edinburgh." This prediction, most 
improbable of accomplishment at the time 
it was uttered, was afterward literally ful- 
filled. 


Knox predicted with 
accuracy tha 


deaths of Thomas Maitland and Kirkcaldy 
of Grange, and solemnly warned tho re- 
gent, Murray, not to go to Linlithgow, as 
if he did so he would there meet his death. 
The regent disregarded the warning and 
did meet with the fate of which Knox had 
forewarned him. 


Waller a* an Orator. 


"Ex-Governor Waller," says the New 


Haven Register, "has tho most remark- 
able faculty of memorizing his speeches aa 
ho writes them, and unless wo are mis- 
taken never trusts himself to speak extern- 
poraneously. Some years ago, when he 
was governor, he had promised to deliver 
a short address at tho Fnirflold county 
agricultural fair. 
Ho had not had timo 


to prepare it, so ho wrote it out on scrap* 
of paper between Hartford and Nit wall?, 
where ho was niet by the committee.

can man and maid to he tied in wedlock. 
The judge looked thorn over critically nnd 
apparently had doubts about tho compati- 
bility of their tempers, for ho put a time 
limit upon the combination, and as ho 
pronounced the words that made them 
man and wife he added with emphasis, 
"for tho space of two years only." As they 
•went away he told them if they were dis- 
satisfied with their venture before that 
timo to come back and be would divorce 
them for tho same fee. 


Still another, who won his fame in 


Texas, tried a man for some petty offense, 
found him guilty and fined him $5 and 
costs. But this was too much for tho pris- 
oner at tlie bar, who declared that he could 
riot pay the line; that he had not so much 
money in the world.

him over with flao, large, Texan contempt 
for any 0110 so ornery, shrugged his shoul- 
ders and turned to tho marshal with the 
nonchalant alternative:

Mexican justice can always see that the

attended with the greatest loss of hu- 
man life. The Saluda, a side wheel steam- 
er with a battery of two boilers, was on 
its way up the river with a cargo of gen- 
eral merchandise and its cabin and lower 
deck crowded with passenijcis, the most 
of whom were Mormons. 


The river was unusually high, and the 


current as it came around the poiut just 
above the town was extremely strong. 
To add to tliese difficulties tlie river was 
full of floating ice which had broken 
loose from a gorge higher up. Captain 
Francis T. Kelt, commander of the boat, 
had made repeated efforts to stem the 
rapid current, but had as often failed. 
At last, on the niot-niag of April 9, after 
waiting several days for the flood to sub- 
side, he again ordered steam to be raised 
for a final effoi t. He wont to the engine 
room, looked at the steam gauge and ask- 
ed the engineer how many more pounds 
of steam it could starid. On being answer- 
ed that it had already every pound that 
it could safely carry he gave the com- 
mand, "Fill it up: put on more steam," and 
remarked to /the engineer, with an oath, 
that he would round the point or blow it 
np. He then retired to the hurricane roof, 
rang tho hell and gave tho final command 
to "cast loose the lines." The bow of tho 
boat turned gently out into the stream as 
it was caught by the current. The en- 
gines made but cue revolution. Then 
came the terrible explosion, and all was 
chaos, darkness and death. 


The number of those who lost thtir 


lives by the explosion was never known.. 
About 100 bodies were recovered, and it 
was supposed that there were as many 
more victims whose remains were never 
found. Nearly all the officers of the boat 
were killed. 


The bell which had just sounded the 


dcathknell of so many unfortunate ones 
was blown high up on the bank, where it 
was found uninjured. 
It was bought, 


with what remained of the wreck, by eld 
Casper Gruber, who afterward sold it to 
the Christian church at Savannah, and 
for nearly half a century it has hung in 
the belfry there. On any Sabbath morn- 
ing its clear, silvery peals can be heard 
as it calls the congregation to the house 
of God, but it is doubtful if there is ono 
among them who knows aught of the sad 
tragedy connected with its history-— 
Kansas City Journal.

'*The doctrine of averages is a wonder- 


ful thing," s*id a prominent New Or- 
leans insurance man, chatting in his office 
a few days ago. "It is the foundation of 
all successful life insurance, and before 
•ufficieut data were aceuni&Iated to form 
the basis of the calculations we employ 
today there was no such thing as a per- 
fectly safe and stable company, no mat- 
ter bow large a capital it might possess. 
Now all th»c is changed. "We have the 
carefully compiled statistics of more than, 
a hundred years, and we are able to fig- 
ure out to a nicety the average life of 
civilized men. We can't tell bow long 
you personally are going to live, but w» 
can tell with marvelous exactness how 
long 10XXX> men of your age and general 
condition will survive upou tbe average. 


modern 'mortality table,' as it ia 


called, is a striking example ot patient 
research and sagacious reasoning. It ia 
built up from the vital statistics of thou- 
sands of towns and dtie* and covera 
from three to four generations. "Without 
it we would be completely at sea, for we 
would have no means cf determining bow 
much we should charge a policy holder ia 
installments, otherwise premiums, for a 
certain sum, payable at his death. By it3 
aid we are able to compute the amours t 
to a ninety, and, while some die earlier 
and some later, the average will hit the 
figures of the mortality table to within 
less than 30 days. 
When you come to 


tuink about it, that is an astonishing 
achievement, and we are growing more 
and more accurate all the time. We are 
going further and further into details and 
finding out the precise effect of different 
conditions and climate and surroundings 
and vocations on the duration of life. 
The mortality statistics of the future wiil 
be as exact as the multiplication table. 


"This great principle of the doctrine ot 


averages," continued the insurance man* 
"is being rapidly extended into curious 
end 'interesting side fields. The bond 
soinpanies which furnish surety for all 
kinds of employees, public and private, 
simply insure men's honesty and do it on 
exactly the same basis that other compa- 
nies insure men's lives. Instead of mor- 
tality tables they use what might bewail- 
ed 'probity tables.' They calculate, ia 
other words, what percentage of men will 
steal among a thousand or 10.-000 trusted 
servants, surrounded by certain similar 
temptations, and their figures are based 
on exact records. There is no sentiment 
about the matter. They say, in effect, to 
an applicant for a bond, "The odds that 
you will turn thief, are 1 to 400 or 1 to 
000 or whatever the case may be, and we 
are willing to assume the risk for such, a 
sum, payable annually.' 


"All sorts of side questions are being 


probed into: Is ant employee more likely 
to steal from, a corporation than from an 
individual? Are married men more or 
less honest than bachelors? At what age 
do most cases of embezzlement occur? 
These and many other questions are be- 
ing rigidly investigated, the tendency be- 
ing to reduce the business to more and 
more of an exact science and incidentally' 
to reduce the premiums, because it goea 
without saying that the greater the ac- 
curacy of the calculations the slighter 
will be the risk. The old style of getting 
n bond was to go to a friend and ask him 
to hazard a considerable amount on your 
integrity aa a personal favor. 
It was 


embarrassing to both sides. The new 
style is to go to a surety company, which, 
replies: 'Albright, sir. 
Please step up 


and have your honesty measured on our 
scale of averages.' In time the breaking 
strain of all men will be correctly graded. 
It won't mean that any particular chap 
in, for instance, the '$10,000 class* will 
steal when he gets a chance to secure 
that amount of plunder, hut that a speci- 
fied number in, say. 20,000 will be moral- 
ly certain to succumb before such, a temp* 
tation. 
< 


"The employers' liability associations 


are another development of the same sys- 
tem. They insure against certain mis* 
haps that used to be regarded aa mere 
freakish visitations of (Providence. Look- 
ing at the raatter from a cold business 
standpoint, the statistician 'has figured 
out how many employees will tumble 
down stairs, mash! their fingers, fall into 
elevator shafts, get caught by belting and 
do other painful and disabling-things in 
a given space of factory or shop. "They 
calculate upon so many accidents per 
annum to so many square' feet of floor, 
and although such \tuings would seem to- 
be contingent on the purest-chance their 
statistics have proved so exact that the 
business of these associations is on al- 
most as rigid a basis as that of an old 
line life insurance company., The indem- 
nity, you understated, is to'protect em- 
ployers against dam*,ge suits, and instead 
of leaving that item as an Indefinite 
menace to profits a (firm Is now enabled
